Owing to the bad 
perienced during the Summer the 
French wheat crop this’ year is ex- 
pected to be very poor ‘in both 
quality “and quantity, 

Although, no statistics have yak 
been issued by the Ministry of 
Agriculture," the General. Associa- 
tion of ‘Wheat Producers “Has made 
known its disappofntment, The 
average yield of wheat in France is 
over 190,000,000, bushels, but for 
this year it is expected to be not 
more than 166,500,000 bushels. The 
quality, so far aa can at present be 
estimated, will be very poor, for a 
loss of about one-quarter of the 
normal weight per bushel 
cipated: 

Last year’s havvet was the. poor- 
est for many years, and France had 
‘to import 17,000, 000cwts. of wheat. 
During the coming year she will 
probably have to import about 
15,000, Oo0ewts.

Extensive alterations, com- 
menced carly in May this year, 
and expected to be completed by 
Christmas time, — will give the.

Main Feature. 

. The main feature is the de- 
molition of many interior walls, 
go that the ground and first floors 
will be practically two - huge 
rooms. The appropriation of 
several shops facing “Queen’s 
Road Central! will give the lounge 
and cafeteria premises extra ac- 
commodation. : 

The first floor. scheme pre- 
vides a commodious grill room 
replacing the present dining 
room there, It is.nearly three 
times the size of. the — present 
room, as, by the removal of two 
walls, it will occupy the addition- 
al space of Bessie’s Bar, and_ also 
that over the former cafeteria. 
This grill room has a placquet 
danee floor, built directly over 
the present cafeteria, The din- 
ing tables will-be ‘on the space 
now occupied by the present din- 
ing room and: Bessie’s Bar. On

intellectuals who cannot use their

Visit to A Coptic 


Monastery. 
SIDKY PASHA’S TRIP. 


meh Alexandria, August .17. 

Sidky, Pasha has arrived from 
Cairo after a two-day trip of 285 
miles across the Libyan Desert. 
During the trip the Primo Minister | 
visited the Coptic monastery of | 
Deir Pirameos. 

This was the first time that the 
head of ‘the Egyptian Government 
has visited any of the famous desert 
Coptic monasteries, of which Deir 
Pirameos is the most ancient, It 
‘was created in the fourth century 
to provide an abode for the Princes 
Maximoés and Domndios, two sons 
of the then Byzantine Emperor. 

The Prime Minister's party, 
included . the . © Ministers ‘of 

War, Communications, and Agricul- 
| ture. They travelled in motor-cars. 
| The Director-General of the Fron- 
| tiers led, with a Bedouin tracker to 


show the way. A detachment of 
light armed’cars acted as escort. 
On appronching the _ monastery, 
which is constructed of white stone 
in the farm of a, medieval fortress, 
with high walls, they were met bya 
detachment of mounted Bedouin. 
“The venerable Patriarch -Yoanncs, 


‘\\who had come specially from Cairo, 


greeted the Prime Minister on his 
arrival. 


Proposed Motor Road. . 

The day was--paased in visiting 
the monastery and also the long 
established’ salt works at Wadina- 
trun. After spending the night at 
the monnatery, the party went on 
to Alexandria. The Premier took 
the opportunity to inspect the line 
of the proposed: Calro-Alexandria 
motor road across the desert. © This 
follows the old ‘Roman road, and 
links the interior with the eca- 
board, which in ‘Roman times was 
a great agricultural area. : 
‘In this connection Sidky Pasha 
authorised the study’ of a schemo 
which Green Bey (Governor of the 
Western Desert) outlined for tho 
redevelopment, as in the Roman 
Period, of the northern portion of 
the Libyan Desert. It ia proposed 
to reopen the . Roman laterns, 
| abounding in the area, which, owing 
to neglect, have been filled up with 
sand, and to plant trees in their 
neighbourhood. This, while ‘creating 
a series of onses, would increase the 
rain supply, and-enable the area’ to 
regain the agricultural prosperity it 
enjoyed 2,000 years ago. . 
~~ Jt fs a highly important project, 
because: not only. would the nomad 
Bedouin be provided with the mearis 
-to. become useful members of s0- 
ciety, but the task of the authori- 
ties, Italian as well as Egyptian, in 
controlling desert tribes and pre: 
venting raids across the frontier 
would be greatly facilitated.
